Gasoline Rationing 
Explained By Authority 


Gasoline rationing which goes 
into effect in New England and 


11 other eastern states, May 15, is. 


a necessary war measure, be- 
cause it means that ‘‘The Ameri- 
can people are not going to ex- 
change a single drop of blood for 
a gallon of motor fuel,’ Kenneth 
B. Backman, tegional director of 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, told rationing administrators 
of the New England states after 
his return from a conference with 

OPA officials in Washington. 

“Sailors risk their lives, every 
time an oil tanker sails from the 
Gulf Coast for an eastern port,” 
Mr. Backman said. “It is a risk 
that should be taken only to meet 
the demands for gasoling which 
are absolutely éssential to war 
effort. Therefore, nonessential 
civilian use of gasoline must be 
curtailed.” 

Mr. Backman emphasized that 
the program would be based on 
vocational needs, rather than a 
definite quantity of gasoline for. 
every car. He reported that no 
restrictions would be placed on 
the.amount of gasoline for com- 
mercial vehicles. Passenger car 
owners will be allotted motor fuel 
in accordance with their vocation- 
al needs, with the exception that 
every car owner will be allowed to 
buy a basic limited quantity, re- 
gardless of vocational needs, 

» Individuals who do not require 
an automobile for transportation 
in connection with their work will 
be issued an “A Card” when they 
register May 12, 13 or 14. This 
card will resemble a meal or rail- 
road commutation ticket and will 
contain seven squares, each 
square representing a unit of 
gasoline which the holder will be 
entitled to purchase between May 
15 and July 1. As gasoline is/ 
purchased; the squares Will be 
punched accordingly. The num- 
ber of gallons requested by each 
unit will be prescribed before May 
16. It is estimated that this card 
will cover 60 per cent of the pas- 
senger automobile owners in New 
England. 

Cards B-1, B-2 and B-3 will be 
issued to passenger car owners 
who state in their applications 
that their gasoline requirements 
by reason of their vocations fall 
within certain specified limits. 
The B-1 card will be good for 11 
units of gasoline, B-2 for 15 
units, and B-3 for 19 units. In 
addition to the A and B cards, 
there will be an “X Card” for 
owners whose gasoline needs can- 
not be estimated in a definite 
number of miles, such as doctors, 
ministers, and nurses,

I’m going on record right now 
as saying that the tire and gas 
shortage won't worry me much. 
I’m going to be too darn busy 
working my backyard farm. But 
on the record you might add this:, 
It’ll be worth it.” ~ 

Better living from the land has! 
always been a hobby of mine. Not 
that I like work but it is just that 
I love to eat. There has been a 
great deal more interest this year 
in home gardens but even so I see 
lots of folks who have the land 
who are not taking advantage of 
the situation. 

The only times I have to work 
in the garden are evenings and 
week-ends and yet I feel that 
what I’m producing this summer 
will go a long ways toward help- 
ing me put ten per cent of my 
salary into bonds and stamps. 

So far this year -we’ve had two 
large rhubarb pies from eight 
nills of rhubarb. If you don’t 
believe me ask Red Ross. He made 
half of one disappeat. Big pies 
cost fifty cents each. 

We have twenty-five roots of 
asparagus. Right now we cut 
enough each day for a meal. As- 
paragus is 22 cents a bunch at 
che Iccal stores or 44 cefits a meal 
for mum, the three young’un3 and 
me. 
Our nine hens right now are 
averaging six eggs a day. That 
means in two days we have 35 to 
40 cents worth of eggs at a cost 
of approximately 18 cents. 

This past winter we consumed 
more than one hundred pints of 
beans, tomatoes, ete., from our 
own garden and there’ll be more 
this year. 

Add to that several quarts of 
blueberries, 20 pounds of grapes, 
30 capons in the roasting pan. 
Well, do I need to say more about 
better living from the land?
